SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens and taxpayers of Rutland : 

The selectmen have drawn one hundred and eighteen 
orders on the treasurer during the past year, in amount 
$12,137.60, apportioned as follows: new roads, $6,082.98; 
poor expenses, insane asylum, taxes on farm, etc., $709.14; 
county tax, $353.53; salaries, taking grand list, legal ex- 
penses, maintenance of bridges, reform school, elections, 
printing and other miscellaneous current expenses, 7 $4,- 
'991.96. 

NEW HIGHWAYS. 

The amount expended for building new roads has been 
unusually large, but every new highway has been laid upon 
the unanimous conclusion of the selectmen that it was 
required by the public good. The opening of new quar- 
ries and the demand for building sites in the west part of 
the town have required several new streets. The larger 
part of the amount for new roads has been expended in 
West Eutland. This item is not likely to be nearly so large 
for the coming year, still it will continue to be the princi- 
pal sum in the selectmen’s accounts so long as the growth of 
the town maintains its present rate. 

Freeman street, running sixty rods easterly from near 
Isaac Freeman’s house in south easterly part of the town, 
opened and worked ; land damages $12.50 to Isaac Free- 
man, paid ; $14.38 to Henry Elkey, not paid. 

Nichols avenue, from West street to Kendall avenue 
land damages $1,200, paid; not yet worked. 

Baxter street extension, Oak“street and Harrison street, 
near north line of village, built two years ago by Gov. Proc- 
tor by contract with selectmen, to be paid for when the 
streets should be required, have been paid for, $950. 
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Woodward avenue, on Dewey farm, so called. West Rut- 
land, about fifty rods; built, no land damage. 

Simons street on Wells farm, so called, twenty-five rods; 
built, no land damage. 

Fish avenue, parallel to and near above, laid, not worked, 
no land damage. 

Blanchard avenue, on the Chalon Blanchard farm, about 
seventy-five rods; opened and partly worked, no land dam- 
age. 

Thrall avenue, from near R. C. Thrall’s house, West 
Rutland, westerly to Marble street, 101 rods; opened and 
built, land damage $200 to J. L. Gilmore, paid. 

Sheldon street from near old cemetery West Rutland, 
northerly to junction with road near Sheldon & Son’s 
marble yard, 238 rods; about fifty rods not yet built, land 
damage on two last named streets $200 to R. C. Thrall ; 
order drawn. 

New road near True Blue Marble quarry in Whipple 
Hollow, 200 rods; not built, land damage to be paid by True 
Blue Marble Co. 


HIGHWAY TAX. 

The orders drawn on the highway fund for 1881 and 1882 
were in excess of the amounts realized from the highway 
taxes. The deficiency should be made good from the high- 
way tax of 1885. 

COUHTY TAX. 

The county tax of $353.53 due from June 1, 1884, wa& 
paid by order on the treasurer. The county tax, laid by 
last legislature and due June 1, 1885, was laid on grand list 
of 1884, so will have to be paid by town order. Amount 
$1,965.43. 

STATE TAX. 

There has been no state tax for past two years. A state 
tax of ten cents on a dollar was laid on list of 1885 by the 
legislature. 
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TOWN TAXES. 

The system of paying taxes direct to town treasurer, 
adopted by the town for the past two years has worked 
admirably, both as regards the town treasury and the indi- 
vidual tax-payer. The tax-payer has saved the usual 
collector’s fees and the taxes have been promptly paid into 
the treasury, thus saving the town very considerable sumg 
in the item of interest alone. The tax bills of 1881 and 
1882 are still unsettled by the collector. We have recently 
had the tax books computed, and this matter should have 
the early attention of the new board of selectmen. The 
town is amply protected for these balances. 

TOWN LIQUOR AGENCY. 

The liquor agency has remained in the hands of Mr. 
G-eo. W. Chaplin during the year. The sales and the 
profits have both been somewhat less than for the year 
before, which we are sure no one will regret. We believe 
the agency is carefully conducted in the present hands. 

TOWN HALL. 

At the last annual meeting the town authorized the 
selectmen to build new galleries in the town hall at a cost 
not to exceed nine hundred dollars. The contract was let 
complete, save gas fixtures, to Messrs Whitmore & Hous- 
ton for six hundred dollars. Five hundred new chairs have 
been purchased and put into the hall and the old ones 
repaired, at a cost of one hundred and eighty-five dollars. 

Eeceipts from the hall for the year, $992.69; expenses, 
$648.92; profit paid treasurer, $348.75. And there is due 
from B. W. Marshall, $48.00; Post Roberts G-. A. R., 
$30.00. In addition the balance, $225, of the cost of the 
'•Yiew floor has been paid for from the receipts of the hall. 

SALARIES. 

At the last annual meeting the town did not vote any 
compensation to the treasurer or overseer for services of 
the preceding year. The treasurer is required to furnish 
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large bonds; the duties of the office require his daily atten- 
tion, and often many times a day. That the present 
treasurer is faithful, exact and courteous is known to all 
who have dealings with the office. The town has hereto- 
fore voted one hundred dollars yearly. The labor required 
from an overseer of the poor in Rutland is too apparent to 
need comment. The yearly salary voted for this office has 
for many years been three hundred dollars. 

TOWX AGENT. 

The death of Judge Evarts, last March, made a vacancy 
in the office of Town Agent, which was filled by the select- 
men, by the appointment of Mr. George E. Lawrence. 

LITIGATION. 

The town is to be congratulated on the very small 
amount — both in number of cases and amounts involved — 
of litigation now pending in which the town is interested. 
Reference is made to agent’s report on another page, for 
detailed information.

Three hundred and ninety-four licenses for dogs were 
issued in 1884; amount, $439; town clerk’s fees, $45.40; 
paid for damage done by dogs to Grove L. Smith, $50;.

Smith, $50; E. S. Briggs, $5; James Eayres, $8; E. Y.

P. E. Gleason, $20; cost of appraising, $24.20; total dam- 
ages and costs, $245.20; net income, $148.40. 

INSANE ASYLUM. 

There are three insane paupers at the asylum chargeable 
to Rutland at $130 per year, same as a year ago. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

There are four boys in the reform school from Rutland. 
By act of last Legislature the entire expenses of the reform, 
school are assumed by the State from November 26, 1884. 
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CEMETERIES. 

A new fence has been built in front of the old North 
Main strefet cemetery. The fence around the old cemetery 
at West Rutland has been painted. The numerous public 
cemeteries in town should have annual attention from the 
selectmen. 


OVERSEER. 

By act of the recent Legislature the overseer of the poor 
in Rutland will not be elected at the annual March meet- 
ing. He is to be appointed by the board of civil authority 
on the Tuesday following. His accounts are to be pre- 
sented monthly to the selectmen, who will draw orders 
therefor. Other changes in the administration of the office 
are provided for. Whether this will result in any benefit 
to the town can be best told after trial. This much is 
true — that, for the past eight or ten years, the poor account 
has overshadowed all other items of the town expenses. 
For the past year the overseer has drawn orders for 
$16,909.43; orders of previous overseer drawn subsequent 
to date of last report, $378.35; orders of selectmen for poor 
account, $709.14; total, $17,996.92. From a limited com- 
parison this seems to be more than double the amount, in 
proportion to population, that is expended in other towns. 
The industries of Rutland are not less varied or more fluc- 
tuating than those of other towns. The wealth of Rutland 
compares favorably with the rest of the State. The amount 
of the grand list per capita of the six principal towns is : 
St. Albans, $4.34; Bennington, $4.74; St. Johnsbury, 
$5.82; Brattleboro, $6.18; Burlington, $6.41; Rutland, 
$8.03. Whether extravagance of the overseers, or that a 
system of emulation as to who shall get most out of the 
town obtains here, which has proved too strong for the over- 
seers, or some other cause, is the true explanation of this 
condition, your selectmen do not undertake to say. 

Either this account must be reduced, more taxes voted 
or a onstant yearly addition to the town debt will be made. 
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FIKAKCIAL. 

Eleven thousand five hundred dollars of six per cent 
town bonds became due last July and have been paid. They 
were issued ten years ago in place of bonds and other lia- 
bilities then due. The town has paid as interest on that 
debt more than its face. There are no other town bonds 
due until 1901. In the absence of any unusual disaster by 
fire or flood the town indebtedness ought not to be in- 
creased, but rather diminished yearly. Town debt is as 
much a burden, and as much effort should be made for its 
discharge, as private debt. The present rate of taxation — 
35 cents — with economical administration of town affairs, 
will retire all outstanding orders and the town bonds as 
they mature. 


MEMORIAL HALL. 

Substantial progress has been made on the Memorial 
Hall. The lot has been paid for and is now owned by the 
town, free from encumbrance. The massive and substan- 
tial foundation is finished, containing five hundred and 
thirty yards of marble blocks weighing from two to seven 
tons each. The drainage, both surface and under, sewer, 
water and gas piping from street mains is done. The 
grading is mostly done. One thousand yards of earth have 
been hauled on to the lot. A considerable part of the lum- 
ber required has been purchased. There has been no delay 
in the efforts of the selectmen to progress the building as 
rapidly as possible consistent with absolute durability and 
thorough completion of every part. The basement story 
requires some stone of unusual size. At the time the foun- 
dation was completed some of the marble companies who 
were to furnish the stone claimed to be short of the size 
and color (blue) called for by the plans. As the stone was 
to be a gift from the companies, the selectmen had no 
power to compel immediate delivery. Five carloads have 
since been delivered and are now on the ground, and we 
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understand the mills are now at work on the balance. It 
is no detriment that the foundation should stand for a few 
months before the walls are built. It was eighteen years 
after the close of the war when Rutland voted to build a 
Memorial Hall as a monument to the patriotism of the 
citizen soldiers of the town who took part in that great 
struggle and to provide a noble and fitting resting place for 
any mementoes of the war which might be placed there. 
The plans adopted provide for another and separate portion 
of the building to be set apart for a public library. The 
design is unique and, we believe, in advance of any other 
commemorative building or structure of like cost. No 
time was set for the completion of the building, and haste 
has been the last thing to be considered. The selectmen 
have offers to erect the superstructure at a price which will 
see the building completed within the amount of the appro- 
priation — $25,000. We have also had assurances of very 
liberal donations to the library as soon as the room is ready 
for the books. 

The avails of the Memorial Hall tax unexpended are now 
and have been from date of payment, invested at six per 
cent. There is now remaining from tax and subscriptions, 
about seven thousand dollars cash.

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Overseer’s Report. 


To the Taxpayers of Rutland : 

In presenting to you this report I ask at your hands a 
careful scrutiny of the same by every individual interested; 

The amount expended is large, as it. must necessarily 
be, the number requiring relief having largely increased. 
It is wholly unnecessary for me to try and explain the cause 
of this increase in number as it is well known to every citi- 
zen. I ask a comparison of the cost the past year with 
previous years, of those who have been supported by the town 
for some years. 

No one deserving aid have suffered, as each family or 
person has been visited often enough to know the exact 
situation. 

The plan of giving orders each month to individuals is 
pernicious in the extreme, and should bo avoided as much 
as possible. It is a great convenience to the overseer to 
meet the persons asking aid once each month and give an 
o:*der on some store, that being the last he knows of it 
until he takes up the same and draws an order on the 
-Treasurer for its payment. I adopted the plan of having 
all items written upon the backs of the orders given for 
goods, still that does not quite meet the requirements. 
The Overseer should purchase the goods and know they are 
delivered to the parties for whom they are intended. 

The recipients of the orders expect, each month, an 
increase in allowance, and endeavor in every way imagin- 
able to obtain the same. The other method would wholly do 
away with that matter. Another important reason for dis- 
carding the order system is the fact that in numerous 
instances they are sold to unscrupulous parties, who profit 
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and subsist on the town, while those whom the order was 
intended to benefit have to suffer. 

With the advice and consent of your selectmen I 
have caused to be made some greatly needed repairs in the 
house and the horse -barn, and have now a place to house 
the farming tools, etc. The main house should be shingled 
or slated the present season, as the roof leaks badly, and 
the horse-barn should be painted. A wood-shed is very 
much needed, as the one now in use is wholly inadequate, 
as it is but 15 x 20 feet. I submitted a plan for a shed last 
fall to your Selectmen, which, if it had been built at a cost 
of not exceeding $1,500, would have saved in the year 
$3,000, besides the male portion of the inmates could then 
be separated from the females, which is at present an 
impossibility. 

Whoever is your overseer, or whoever lives on the farm 
as superintendent should never be allowed to take furni- 
ture, tools or any other thing belonging to them on to the 
place, except wearing apparel. Last spring the main part 
of the house was emptied of everything in the line of fur- 
niture, beds and bedding, and household goods except the 
cooking range and one old sewing machine, and all farming 
tools, such as hoes, forks, shovels, chains, bags or others of 
any value were carried away and claimed by the parties 
taking them, and no one could dispute the claim. The 
farming tools left on the place were utterly worthless, as can 
be seen at the present day. The town should own every- 
thing on the place and in the house. 

Not expecting an appointment as your overseer, I 
make these suggestions for the benefit of all concerned. 

I have had the brush cut and cleared off from the 
meadow and from the fences; a ditch cut through below 
the house from the south to the north line, hoping it might 
improve the meadow which was very wet. 

The north line fence between Mr. Cannon and the 
town has been a source of grievance for some years, and at 
the intimation of Mr. Cannon I had the fence viewers 
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called out and the fence divided. The west side of the 
highway requires but about twelve rods of wall to be laid 
to have that line-fence of the town all stone wall. From 
the east bank of the creek east , to Mr. Gannon’s east line, 
will require considerable new fence, as that is the part set 
off to the town to maintain. 

With the advice and consent of your selectmen, the 
horse that was left on the farm I exchanged for a span, and 
a good team is now there. 

I have received from all sources $320.45, and have 
accounted and produced vouchers to your auditors for the 
same. 

I should be credited with $86.50 more, as that amount 


is due the town, as follows :

I have kept a detailed account with each individual 
aided and have vouchers for the same.

Town Agent’s Report. 


Upon the death of Hon. M. G-. Everts, elected tows 
agent at the last annual meeting, I was appointed his suc- 
cessor by the selectmen, and upon examination of the court 
docket at the March term, I found the following cases pend- 
ing : 

Chas. H. Sheldon et al. v. Rutland, petition for road, to- 
tunnel West street at railroad crossing, which case was dis- 
continued. 

A. L. Roberts et al. v. Rutland, petition for road extend- 
ing Washington street to the east, which cause was contin- 
ued and is still pending. 

F. Billings v. Rutland, petition for re-assessment of dam- 
ages on widening of Park street by the selectmen which was 
continued to the September term, when, .with the advice 
of selectmen a judgment was, by agreement, entered in favor 
of the town, confirming the award of one cent damages by 
the selectmen with the addition of $10, a part of the costs, 
to Mr. Billings. 

Evelyn Pierpointv. Rutland, debt, on award of selectmen 
for land taken for State street and waa continued to 
September term. When it came on for trial, and upon ex- 
amination I ascertained that while Mr Pierpoint owned but 
little if any over one third interest in the land, the award 
w,as by clerical error, drawn to him alone and that he claimed 
the whole as his individual share, and that the town must 
settle with the other owners as best they could. Where- 
upon, after consultation with the selectmen, I brought a 
bill in chancery and obtained an injunction restraining fur- 
ther prosecution of that suit until further order, which 
bill is now pending. 
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Eunice M. Tower v. Rutland, suit for damages received 
on highway, and was continued to the September term 
when it was discontinued. 

The overseer of the poor had brought proceedings for 
removal of some paupers to Poultney, from which order 
Poultney appealed, and upon further investigation it was 
ascertained the paupers were not chargeable to that town, 
and judgment was entered in its favor without costs to 
Rutland. The paupers have since been removed to Ira 
from which order I understand that town does not appeal. 

There has been brought to the next March term a suit 
by Catherine Higgins for alleged injuries received on the 
highway, which is still pending. 

I find there is a class of cases known as appeals from 
justices in criminal causes other than offences against chap- 
ter 69 of Revised Laws, which the town has been in the 
habit of managing, but there is certainly no profit to the 
town in this, and I have accordingly turned them over to 
the State's attorney as being the proper officer to take 
charge of them.

Report of the Sninteid of Schools. 


In submitting a report of the public schools of Rutland 
there is little need of devoting space to their general condi- 
tion. Those who have taken the trouble to investigate 
them, even in the most superficial way, will, I think, give 
them credit of having made some advancement in the desired 
direction during the last few years, and those who have 
given the subject no thought would feel but ]ittle interest 
in anything I might say respecting them. 

The great majority of our people are too much engrossed 
with their own individual affairs to devote their time to 
public interests, and this seems to be eminently true with 
regard to the interests of the schools. They ask simply for 
results, without troubling themselves about methods or 
details. They hand us a child of five years, and if we 
return him at twenty, a probable candidate for president of 
the Republic, they approve and ask no questions. They 
give us the limits and leave us to take care of all interme- 
diate values. 

In the struggle that has been going on during the last 
few years and is still going on, in ail sections of the country, 
for the improvement of the schools and the induction of 
illiteracy — a struggle maintained chiefly by a comparatively 
few individuals — Vermont has not been unrepresented, and 
perhaps no town in the State has contributed more to the 
cause than Rutland has. 

Occupying the leading position that she does among the 
other towns in the State she could scarcely afford to do less 
than keep well up to the front in this respect. 

The accompanying tables show that during the year two 
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thousand seven hundred and sixty-nine children have 
attended the public schools — a number more than twice as 
large as the average entire population of the towns in the 
State. 

These pupils have occupied fifty-two school rooms, or 
what is the same thing, have constituted fifty-two distinct 
schools, with fifty-five teachers. 

In addition to these there have been over six hundred 
pupils in the parochial and private schools, making an 
aggregate of nearly three thousand four hundred in attend- 
ance during the year. 

Thus it will be seen that the pupils in the schools of this 
town constitute more than a hundredth part of the entire 
population of the State. 

These figures are given to show that while Butland is 
justly proud of the position she holds among the other towns 
in the State, her wealth and importance, and the sources 
of her pride are not alone in her acres and flocks, her mar- 
ble quarries and manufactories. 

During the time that I have held the office of superin- 
tendent of schools, I have had occasion to ask the citizens 
and taxpayers of the several districts to appropriate money 
for various purposes in behalf of the schools — for building 
new school-houses and repairing old ones, for new furniture 
and school equipments; and it is proper to say that, in 
nearly all cases, my requests have been promptly responded 
to; so that Rutland may now fairly claim to have as good 
school accommodations as any town in the State. 

And these improvements have had a beneficial effect. 

They have been conducive to better school work, and at 
the same time have made better boys and girls of the 
school children. 

While she has pushed forward in her business jenter- 
prises, Rutland has not been neglectful of the means of 
educating her children, and if she has expended great sums 
of money for that purpose, it is hardly probable that she 
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regrets it. With her three thousand four hundred chil- 
dren in school, she cannot resist the conclusion that a great 
responsibility rests upon her. 

Most of the school buildings are now in excellent con- 
dition, but a few are unsatisfactory, and I regard it as a 
part of my duty to direct attention to them. 

The building in No. 14 is inadequate to the number of 
pupils in that district. 

One hundred and eighty-one. pupils have attended in the 
district during the year, in three rooms, with three 
teachers. 

A new building is needed or else the present building 
should be enlarged and refitted. 

New furniture and wall maps and charts should be 
provided. 

District No. 21 needs more accommodations. Two 
hundred and seventy-three pupils have attended in this 
district during the year. They have occupied three school 
rooms and a small recitation room, with four teachers. 
One of the rooms is a good one, while the others are too 
small and almost entirely without means of ventilation. 

Two new rooms should be provided, and the present two 
small rooms should be refitted. Blackboards, * wall maps 
and charts should be provided. Five teachers are needed 
in this school and it would be economy to employ six. 

District No 3 needs another room. This district has a 
good .building, but it- is ill arranged. Seventy-five pupils 
have been in attendance, with one teacher. 

District No. 1 has a good building, but it is greatly out 
of repair. It should have new furniture, more black- 
boards and similar equipments, and the entire building 
should be painted and fitted up. No building in town 
shows more evidence of general neglect than this. 

One hundred and twenty pupils have attended in this 
district during the year, with two teachers. 

District No. 6 needs more school-room. This is a small 
building, in comfortable condition, bnt has a seating 
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capacity of only about thirty pupils, while the attendance 
has been 'fifty-five. 

The number of pupils in this district has increased very 
much during the last two years. 

District No. 7 also needs more rooms. The attendance 
during the year has been four hundred and thirty-four, in 
six rooms, under Prof. Leonard and five assistants. Here 
should be ten rooms and ten teachers. 

More blackboards, wall maps, etc., etc., are needed in 
this school. 

In the Central district no perceptible change in the 
school building has taken place since my last report. I 
had hoped to be able to report a new building in this dis- 
trict. Fifty-nine pupils have attended this school during 
the year. 

From the above specifications it is not to be inferred 
that all of the buildings referred to are positively bad. 

Most of them can be put in good condition for a moder- 
ate outlay. A few should be rebuilt or should undergo 
general alterations and repairs. 

As a rule good teachers have been employed during the 
year, and it seems to me that our work has been fairly 
good. In this town, as in most of the towns in this county, 
at least, better wages have been paid, and a desire to em- 
ploy the best teachers has been manifested. In fact, the 
demand for such teachers has exceeded the supply, and it 
is coming to be understood by teachers that fitness for their 
work is henceforth to be one of the conditions on which 
they will be employed. Rutland has furnished several 
excellent teachers during the last year to districts in other 
towns, both in and out of the state. 

The health of the pupils has been good. Perhaps the 
most remarkable and gratifying fact in connection with the 
school is, that only one pupil has died during the^ year — 
Annie Fuller, whose death occurred only a few days ago. 

When we consider the ages of the pupils, we must admit 
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that only one death in two thousand seven hundred and 
sixty nine, is remarkable. 

It would be gratifying to know that the death rate of the 
entire population of the town has been no greater. 

The accompanying tables show the number of districts, 
the number of schools in each, the names of the teachers, 
the number of pupils, the number of weeks of school in 
the year, and the number of deaths during the year. 

Table No. 1 relates to the district schools, and table No. 
2 to the graded school. 

Number of pupils in district schools, 1 , 630 ; number in 
graded school 1 , 139 , total 2 , 769 . 

During the year one hundred and twelve certificates 
have been granted to teachers. 

As the registers of the several districts have not yet been 
returned to me, the statistics of attendance, amount of tax 
raised &c., cannot be given in this report. They will be 
reported hereafter.

The legal voters in Town Meeting of the town of Kntland, are hereby 
„ warned to meet at the Town Hall, in tlie Village of Rutland, on TUES- 
DAY, the Bd day of March* A. D. 1885, at 9 o’clock in tlie forenoon, to 
act upon the following matters, to wit : 

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To choose all neoe wary town officers for the year ensuing. 

3. To vote for County Commissioner. 

4. To see if tlie town will vote to raise money by tax or otherwise, 
to pay current expenses and the indebtedness of the town, and to see at 
what time the same and tlie highway tax shall be payable. 

5. To see if the town will vote a State School tax of ten cents on a 
dollar of the grand list to comply with requirements of Act No, 26, of 
the laws of 1881, 

6. To see if the town will continue tlie authority given to the Select- 
men at tlie last annual meeting, to build an iron bridge on River street, 
over tlie railroad tracks. 

7. To see if the town will vote to sell any portion of the Town Hall 
lot on Strongs’ Avenue, and if so, to appoint an agent to convey the same. 

8. To see if tlie town will direct the Treasurer to pay to the Select- 
men a sum not exceeding one per cent of the. grand list of 1884, to be 
expended by them to encourage tlie planting of shade trees upon the 
public squares, parksor highways by the ownersof adjoining real estate. 

9. To see what, if any, exemption from taxation tbe town will grant 
to manufacturing establishments hereafter erected, or quarries or mines 
hereafter opened, under Act No. 6, of the laws of 1881. 

10. To see if the town will vote to set the farm of Mr. M. L. Gleason, 
from school district No 3. Mendon, to school district No. 15, Rutland. 

11. To see if the town will vote to pay for medical attendance incase 
of Mr. Frank Fredette, of West Rutland. 

12. To see if the town will exempt the polls of -fireinen^^ii taxation, 

13. To see if the town will vote any compensation to the town officers. 

14. To see if the town will adopt the town system of schools. 

15. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to sell the Holmes 
■ lot on West street, purchased as a site for Memorial Hall, and if so, to 

appoint an agent to deed the same, and to refund the money subscribed 
by private persons towards the purchase of said lot 

16. To see what disposition the town will order made of the money 
collected on the Memorial Hall tax, and now itfthe town treasury, and also 
of any surplus there may be from the sale of the Memorial Hall lot, and 
the material belonging to the town, thereon.
